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County Vote 54% In Favor 

Hail Suppression Fails 
To Gain Needed Majority 


The proposal to contract for hail 
suppression in a 1,250,000 acre area 
including the greater part of the 
County of Vulcan failed to gain 
the necessary two-thirds majority 
support in ballottlng held Thurs¬ 
day, April 16. 

In Vulcan County, with 602 votes 
cast, there were 327 for the by-law 
and 275 against, for a percentage 
of 54.32 In favor. There were seven 
spoiled ballots. In the northern 
part of the Municipal District of 
Taber, the voting was 117 for and 
80 against, for a percentage of 
59.31 in favor. In the portion of 
Newell County Involved, the vote 
attained the required two-thirds 
majority in favor, with 180 for and 
48 against for a percentage of 78.94 
in favor. However, the Newell 
County portion in itself is not 
large enough to support a hail sup¬ 
pression scheme, so none of the 
proposed area will have hail sup¬ 
pression this year.

Having now received word of the Department of 
Highways plans for Highways 23 and 24 from the 
junction 12 miles north of Vulcan, it appears that both 
highways are slated for black-topping. 

The only criticism we might offer is that with 
work being divided between the two roads it will be 
that much longer before residents of the Aldersyde 
line towns and district have a black-top route all the 
way to Calgary. The 27 miles of gravel on No. 23 has 
to be graded and gravelled before it can be black- 
topped and .although Highway 24 apparently does not 
require re-building before it can be surfaced, it is 
comprised of 44 miles of gravel. 

We are fully in accord with the thought that both 
routes should be black-topped, but the number of miles 
of work to be done each year makes it look like a com¬ 
pletely hard-surfaced route to Calgary is still a long 
ways away.

Tree Planting Program Needed 

We happened to be having lunch in Calgary the 
other day with a group of newspapermen and one of 
the guests was a well known writer and historian of 
the early days of Southern Alberta. 

He was interested in getting the story Dehind the 
planting of the trees which now grace Vulcan’s boule¬ 
vards and which are, evidently, the result of a well 
planned tree-planting program of 35 or 40 years ago. 
He expressed the hope that a long-range tree planting 
program was still being carried on by the town, but 
on this point we could not reassure him. 

Checking into the matter since, we find that the 
town helped in the establishment of Memorial Park 
and contributed towards the cost of the thousands of 
trees and shrubs now gracing the now golf course, but 
for the past ten years at least has had no boulevard 
tree planting program other than the replacement of 
a few dead trees. 

Possibly no one has given the matter much 
thought, but the town is growing every year and there 
should be a definite program of planting trees in the 
new residential districts and replacing dead or dying 
trees on the older boulevards. 

If done on a year-to-year basis, the cost would 
be comparatively little but the benefits would be great.

Re: Village of Carmangay By-Law No. 168 
Natural Gas Franchise 

The following is a synopsis of By-Law No. 208 of the 
Village of Carmangay, which has b£en given first and second 
readings by the Council, and will be finally passed within four 
weeks after the assent of the Proprietary Electors of the Village 
of Carmangay voting thereon. 

The By-Law provides:— 

1. That the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of the Village 
of Carmangay be authorized to sign an Agreement on behalf of 
the Village of Carmangay with the Canadian Western Natural 
Gas Company Limited for the supply of Natural Gas to the in¬ 
habitants of the said village as soon as same is ratified by two- 
thirds of the proprietary electors of the Village of Carmangay 
voting thereon when the said by-law is submitted. 

2. This by-law Is subject to the approval of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners and has been approved by the said 
Board subject to the approval of the Proprietary electors. 

Following is a synopsis of proposed agreement:— 

1. The agreement is between' the Village of Carmangay 
and Canadian Western Natural Gas Company Limited. 

2. The Company agrees to supply gas to the Village and 
Inhabitants, and the Village agrees to grant a franchise to the 
Company for twenty years. 

3. The Village gives the Company the right to excavate In 
the streets and lanes to lay the necessary pipe and fittings. 

4. The Company agree.? to give the Village plans of its 
distribution system, to do as little damage as possible and will 
indemnify the Village for damages or claims ln connection with 
Company operations. 

5. The Company will deliver gas to the property line of 
customers. 

6. The Village agrees to join with the Company ln an 
application to the Provincial Government validating the said 
agreement. 

7. The contract may be renewed for a further period of 
ten years. 

8. The rates for gas shall be such as are agreed upon by 
the parties—failing such agreement, at prices fixed by the 
Utility Board. 

9. All equipment, plant and pipe lines are subject to 
Village taxation but taxes shall not exceed 1 per cent of gross 
receipts for first year, 2 per cent for second year, 3 per cent 
for third year, 4 per cent for fourth year and 5 per cent for 
fifth and subsequent years.
